Brokers Testify as to Selling 
the Big Speculator. 

Prrresure, Pa., Feb. 13.— [Special. ]}—The 
Chicago and other Western iavestors in the 
discretionary stock pool of George M. Irwin 
& Co. are at last in a fair way to find out 
something about the business methods of the 
firm and what was done with their money. 
The Chicago brokers who handled Irwin’s 
business on Change occupied the stand most 
of today and explained all about specula- 
tion to the jury which is trying Irwin on 
false pretence. One of the prosecuting at- 
torneys figured that the testimony shows 
Irwin won $100,000 and lost $120,000. 
This leaves nearly $2,730,000 still unac. 
counted for, but upon which some light may 
be thrown tomorrow. An important point 
bréught out was the statement that the big 
May oats deal was closed out in October. 
This puts Irwin in a bad light, as in his eireu- 
lar sent out to investors when he failed in 
November he said the May oats deal was rot 
closed out and he expected to realize some- 
thing from it.

The bill had been in the office of 
the Su Architect of the Treasury for 
estimates of amounts needed for renting new 
quarters while the present building was being 
ra Congressman McGann rescued the 
measure and hurried up to See- 
retary Carlisle with the recommendations 
of the bureau having jurisdiction and found 
favorable consideration at once for it. Secre- 
tary Carlisle indorsed upon the bill that in 
his judgment there did not seem to be any 
reason why it should not become a law, and 
in this shape it was sent to the White House. 
Private Secretary Thurber took the bill into 
the President's office. re was still some- 
thing lackmg to justify the President in con- 
forming to the unanimous wish of both 
Houses of Congress, and for this reason he 
called Postmaster-General Bissell for con- 
sultation. The Postmaster-General was en- 
abled to enlighten the President on certain 
details which were necessary to a proper un- 
derstanding of the bill. Nearly two hours 
were consumed in the conference, and when 
the Postmaster-General came down-stairs 
his face wore a contented expression which 
boded only good news for Postmaster Hesing 
and his associates who recently visited Wash- 
ington. Nothing remains for the President 
to do but follow precedents and give Chicago 
the needed legislation. There is no question 
about the wishes of the President, but he 
wanted to convince himself with information 
from the proper departments before taking 
decisive action. Just as soon as the news 
reaches the Capitol of the President’s deter- 


mination an item will be incorporated in the 
sundry civil appropriation bill set- 
ting aside $1,250,000 for immediate 
use on site and building. This sum

THEY PRUNE THE APPROPRIATION. 


Members of the Finance Committee at 
Work on a Cash Basis. 
Chairman Madden and the members of the 
Finance committee took up the work of pre- 
puring the annual appropriation bill and the 
‘policy pursued at the initial meeting was a 
vigorous pruning of the estimates of the Con- 
troller, The first estimates taken up were 
those for the Building Department. The 
committee started in by cutting the Commis- 
sioner’s salary from $5,000 to 83.600 a 
year. The deputy was given $2,700 instead 
of $3,500. the Secretary cut to $1,800, chief 
clerk $1,620, two permit clerks to $1,000 
each, elevator clerk to $1,000, and ‘the 
record clerk dropped altogether. The 
messenger’s salary was dropped from 
$900 to $600 and $100 lopped 
off the stenographer. Two building inspec- 
tors and two elevator inspectors were 
dropped. The $4,400 for horse feed was 
‘eliminated and the $300 for printing the 
building ordinance. In the Bureau of En- 
gineering the salary of the City Engineer was 
cut from the estimate of $5,000 to $4,500, 
the first assistant from $2.500 to $2,250 
and the engineer on bridges and viaducts 
from $2,250 to $2,000. Two assistant 
engineers were dropped altogether and the 
salaries of the remaining four cut from 
$1.800 to $1,650. Two rodmen were also 
dropped. The architect’s salary was fixed at 
$1,350, one draughtsman dropped, and; the 
remaining two given $1,350. An assistant 


was given $1.000. The pay ro ll 
clerk will hereafter get $1,080 
if the bill becomes a law and the 


messenger and stenographer cut $300 and 
$100 a year respectively. The amount agreed 
upon for dredging the river at the bridges is 
$35,000, instead of $50,000, and theamount 
for Fitz-Simong, & Connell for removing 
rock from the rivér under their contract $25,- 
000 instead of $35,000. The Harbormaster 
will get $1,350 and three assistants $1,080, 
while the South Chicago assistant will get 
$900, and the vessel dispatcher $1,350 and 
his assistant $900. One clerk will get $900 
and nineteen telephone operators for eight» 
months $52.50 a month each and four oper. 
tors $52.50 each month for four months. 
The committee thought $10,000 was enough 
to repair the Bridgeport locks and $2,800 
enough for operating expenses. The salaries 
were fixed as follows: 

Chief Engineer, 61.620; three assistants, 
$1,080 each; one clerk, $900; one, machinist, 
#900 ; four oilers, $65 a month, and six firemen, 
instead of nine, $65 a month. 

The boiler watcher was given $60 a month 
and two laborers instead of fout the same. 
For coal the committee allowed $40,000, and 
$5,000 for oil, etc. The engineer at Fuller- 
ton avenue pumping works was allowed 


three firemen $60 a month each, and one 
laborer $60. For repairs $8,500 was al- 
lowed. The schedule of bridgetenders was 
cut over last year $20,000. The committee 
will meet again today. :

These securities were accepted by Mr. Ram- 
say’s bondsmen, who expressed themselves as 
perféctly satisfied therewith, at least so Ram- 
say’s friends now say. 

Some who are famitiar with the details of 
Mr. Ramsay’s estate intimate that the securi- 
ties are abundant to reimburse the bonds- 
men. According to those best posted in the 
law the State is in nowise concerned in the 
affair, because State Treasurer Wulff, when 
he took his office, received from Elijah P. 
Ramsay in money every dollar, as shown by 
the books of the Treasurer and Auditor, be- 
longing to the State. No certificates of de- 
posit, or drafts, or money subject to check 
were received. 

It is understood that among the creditors of 
Henry Seiter’s bank appears the name of 
J ames D. Baker, until recently Warden of the 
Southern Penitentiary at Chester. Mr, Baker, 
as Warden, deposited with Seiter the amounts 
of appropriations received {rom time to time 
from the Treasurer for the support of the in- 
stitution; $15,000 of this amount was to 
Baker’s credit when the bank failed, The 
State will be the loser, as Seiter and the late 
Rufus N. Ramsay were Baker’s bondsmen. 
Baker lost all ne had in the Seiter bank. 
Seiter is bankrupt and the Ramsay estate 1s.

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. , 

The House Committee on Ways and Means 
has reported to the House a measure of finan- 
cial relief which is reasonably satisfactory. 
It favors the authorization of an issue of 62 
millions in 8 per cent gold bonds, with the 
proviso that none of the proceeds shall be 
used for current expenditures. 

A bill embodying these features would pass 
the House, but there is little hope that it could 
become a law. The Senate probably would 
not agree to it. Indeed, the Senate Finance 
committee has reported a bill for the free 
coinage of silver, with the proviso that the 
„ geigniorage on the bullion coined shail be- 
long to the United States, the said ‘‘seignior- 
age’ being the difference between the ‘coinage 
value” of the bullion deposited at the mint 
and the market price of the bullion in New 
York on the same day the deposit is made. 
The Democratic leaders may not decide to 
press the bill this session, but it is understood 
that if they do the Republican Senators will 
not oppose it further than to vote against it. 
They will allow the Democrats to take the re- 
sponsibility, 

Of course this vacations Senatorial measure 
cannot become a law. The House would not 
agree to it, and if it did President Cleveland 
would not sign the bill. But it is pitiable to 
see the free silver crankery receiving such an 
amount of recognition in the Senate of the 
United States, to find so many members of 
that body shutting their eyes to the plain 
facts of the case and unabie to understand 
the grave peril of an unlimited increase in 
the volume of our token coinage when the 
token part of the value exceeds the bullion 
value of the coins.

THREE UNFILLED SENATORIAL 
SEATS. 

Two years ago the Legislatures of Montana, 
Wyoming, and Washington failed to elect 
Senators, and each of those States has had 
but one Senator in the present Congress until 
a short time ago. If the three men had been 
chosen last year the Republicans could have 
secured but two of them at the most. They 
have all three now. But they may not fare 
as well if the Oregon, Idaho, and Delaware 
Legislatures adjourn without electing Sen- 
ators to replace those whose terms expire on 
the 4th of March.

} soon. Senator Dolph, the nominee of the 


Republican caucus, cannot get the necessary 
number of votes because a few free silver 
men calling themselves Republicans have 
bolted his nomination. If something is not 
done speedily the session will come to an end 
and the Republicans will be out a Senator. 
For while the Governor is a Kepublican he 
will be unable to fill the vacancy. The Sen- 
ate decided last year that a Governor could 
not appoint where a Legislature had failed 
deliberately to do its duty. 

The Idaho Legislature, which met last 
month, has a sixty days’ session. The contest 
there is between two Republicans, each of 
whom has just aboutas many votes as the 
other, They are so evenly matched that 
neither likes te give way to the other. It ig 
possible that both will be disappointed and 
that the Republicans will be short another 
Senator for two years at least.

lature, is due to the persistent way in which 
six of those Republicans stick to a candidate 
who made considerable money by manipulat- 
ing gas stocks and who seems to believe that 
the Senate really is'a ‘millionaires’ club,” 
and that he is entitled to be a member because 
he has a million. How it happens that these 
six men are so firmly convinced of the merits 
of their candidate, which are not visible to 
others, has not been explained.

THESOUTH DAKOTA DIVORCE INDUSTRY. 

For a time after the admission of South 
Dakota to the Union the State was best 
known through its liberal divorce laws, which 
attracted there all the men and women who 
wanted a quick and quiet release from the 
odious bonds.of matrimony. There came to 
be a colony 1 mismatched people at Sioux 
Falls which brought both money and notori- 
iety to the town. Enterprising papers sent 
reporters there to write up the place and the 
best known persons who were seeking release 
in the agcommodating courts of the State. 

Two years ago the people of South Dakota 
got ashamed of the laxity of their divorce 
laws and amended them by requiring six 
months’ residence before beginning suit. Be- 
fore that a person could march into the 
State and begin suit almost instanter. This 
change in the law, though gratifying to those 
who do not believe in unlimited freedom of 
divorce, did not meet with the approval of 
some of those lawyers, hotelkeepers, and oth- 
ers who had been making money out of the 
divoree-seeking immigrants. There began to 
be a clamor for a return to the old free-and- 
easy ways which had brought money into 
the State and thus made it prosperous. 

Consequently a bill has been introduced in 
the South Dakota Legis!ature which is now in 
session providing for a partial compliance 
with the demands of those who profited by the 
divorce industry. As the law stands now no 
person can file a bill for divorce until he or 
she has been a resident of the State for six 
months. - It is proposed to change that so as 
to provide that no decree shall issue until the 
petitioner has been six months in the ‘State. 
If this were the law a person could begin suit 
the day he reached the State and could get his 
decree six months thereafter. This would 
take a little more time than under the old sys- 
tem, but less than under the present one. 

This bill has passed the Senate by a two. 
thirds vote, which may be taken as an indica- 
tion that it will pass the House also. But if 
the members of that body have any regard 
for the reputation of their State and rank that 
higher than they do the profits of some law- 
vers and hotel men they will defeat this bill 
and not permit the State to engage again ina 
disreputable business and become the para- 
dise of divorcee seekers and the rival of Okla- 
homa. 

Only day before yesterday the Cook County 
Appellate Court gave an opinion in which it 
set aside a South Dakota divorce obtained 
some years ago, and characterized the entire 
proceedings as a fraud upon the public.“ 
The courts of other States have set aside with- 
out hesitation these fraudulent divorces which 
were obtained under the old South Dakota 
law, and they will continue todosoe. The fact 
that a man who isa citizen of New York or 
Illinois went to South Dakota to get a divorce 
had become very fair prima facie evidence 
that that divorce was a fraudulent one. So 
even if Sioux Falls does become again the 
Mecca of divorce-seekers they must bear in 
mind that the courts of the States of which 
they really are citizens may at any time de- 
clare null.and void the decrees they have taken 
so much trouble to obtain. 

The pending bill should be defeated and the 
good name of the State not be injured by a 
relapse into the scandalous old ways. 


BELMONT AND THE BONDS, 

The New York World reports an interview 
with Mr. August Belmont, who, in company 
with Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan, has raised 65 
million dollars in gold to help the country 
over the financial difficulty into which it was 
plunged by lack of revenue and the pressure 
for free silver. An abstract of his statements 


Should interest many readers. He said: The 


subscribers for the bonds cannot draw out of 
the Treasury at once the gold they put in. 
They come in under an agreement not todo 
so. The syndicate buys the gold from them 
and holds the bonds till it is ready to issue 
them. Five millions of the money will start 
from Europe this week, and 10 or 15 millions 
will come soon from Canada. 

At first the American bankers were not in- 
clined to favor the loan, but now they are 
eager for ii. New York bankers. will sub- 
scribe the greater part of the American half, 
and Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago, and other 
cities will do their share. When the public 
subscription is opened the bonds will be of- 
fered at the same price here and abroad, 
probably at a & basis of profit to the syn- 
dicate. This difference will not be a pre- 
mium on gold, but simply the ordinary dif. 
ference which exists in all trade when one 
buys in bulk instead of in smal! lots. This 
will net a moderate profit to the syndicate 
after paying the costs of advertising and 
transportation, the loas of interest, the cost of 
issuing, and the half of 1 per cent tax which 
has to be paid on the issue to the government 
on the other side, 

If the government had offered bonds for 
100 millions to the public the people who had 
the gold would not have given it up for the 
subscription to that 100 millions. It is ap- 
parent from the last syndicate that the gold 
would have been put into the Treasury and 
taken right out again, As it was taken out 
faster the second time than the first it is fair 
to presume the process of exhaustion would 
have been still more rapid the third time. 
Each time the process is gone through with 
it weakens the source of supply, because the 
possible sources of supply diminish, The 
loan would have failed in the sense that only 
a portion of it would have been subscribed 
for, That would have been interpreted as a 
lack of contidence in our government and 
would huve increased the hoarding of gold, 
The exports would have continued and so 
confidence could not have been restored, 
Nothing could arrest the export of gold ex- 
cept a sale of, bonds abroad, and this is proved 
by the fact that the moment the transaction 
tor this issue was made the gold shipments 
ceased. There have been none since, while 
after the last issue of bonds the gold ship. 
ments went on just the same as ever. In the 
last issue no individual investors took bonds, 
for the simple reason that they did not hav> 
the gold to take them with. The bankers had 
the gold, took the bonds, and then sold them 
to the investors for currency. No popular 
loan for currency can be made unless Con. 
gress authorizes it, and if ft: were so author- 
ized the gold the government obtained in ex. 
change for the legal tenders paid in would be 
drawn right out again. 

For every dollar the bankers make on the 
bonds they lose thousands in the general 
stagnation.of trade, and it is puerile to ac. 
cuse them of having deliberately forced the 
government into these bond issues in order 
to reap a profit from buy ing absolutely safe 
securities at a cheap price, Ever since it 
was apparent that the silver men wanted to 
force the government into taking their prod- 
uct there has been the fear which caused 
heavy withdrawals of gold from the Treasury, 
and it got worse when it was feared that they 
were an element likely to succeed, From 
that time the conservative bankers thought it 
was best to have a certain amount of gold on

GEORGE B. SWIFT’S PLATFORM, 

The Republican Mayoralty convention is to 
be heid next week, For some time Mr. 
George B. Swift has been the only candidate 
for the nomination. It does not seem likely 
that at this late day any one will come for- 
ward to contest seriously that nomination 
with him. Therefore the short speech made 
by him night before last at the Lincoin aay 
dinner of the Marquette club, iu which he 
outlined his ideas of municipal government, 
will attract attention. For it will be assumed 
that he availed himself of this opportunity to 
tell the voters of Chicago what kind of a gov- 
ernment he wishes to give them if elected 
Mayor. 

Mr. Swift does not believe that the Mayor 
should be given more power in order that a 
better city government 
thinks a perusal of the laws and ordinances 
will satisfy any one that there is power 
enough, but that the trouble grows out of lack 
of inclination or ability to use wisely the power 
the Legislature has bestowed already. 

His ideal Mayor is a man who possesses 
cool deliberation, firmness of character, and 
courage of conviction. Sucha man not eli- 
gible for immediate reélection—for Mr. Swift 
indorses the one-tern)-and-out idea heartily— 
and who is *‘ wedded to the reform in the civil 
service as advocated and demanded. by an 
aroused public, will prove as nearly accepta- 
ble to the people as is possible. Such an ex- 
ecutive, says Mr. Swift— 

Wiil be careful in the selection of the de- 
partment heads. He will surround himself with 
men of capacity, industry. and integrity, to whom 
he can safely trust the supervision of minor em- 
ployés, such employés knowing that the price of 
their retention in position is faithful and iatelli- 
gent public service. Unflisturbed by political. 
social, or personal interference such an adminis- 
tration would grapple with the problems that 
confronted it and successfully solve them. Such 
an administration would command the confidence 
of the people and the people would giadly rally 
to its support, lending moral and financial assist- 
ance. 

Mr. Swift says he recognizes fully the pres- 
ent public demand for better municipal gov- 
ernment and he perceives the cause of that 
demand. He says the abuse of official pat- 
ronage has resulted in a masterful public 
sentiment which today demands prompt, 
clear-cut, radical, and permanently beneficial 
changes in our civil service. A remedial 
agency it is hoped will in the near future be 
applied.” That means that he favors the 
passage of laws taking the Mayor and the 
reat of the city government out of politics. 
“ Patronage,” he says, must be used solely 
to secure public interests.”” The only abso- 
lutely certain way to secure that is by making 
it unlawful for the Mayor to use the patron- 
age in any other way. 

The taxpayers will be pleased to see that 
Mr. Swift says the 5 per cent bond inhibi- 
tion and the 2 per cent tax limitation were 
and are wise precautionary measures and the 
public should watch carefully any attempts to 
change or annul them.“ Thus itis apparent 
that Mr. Swift does not sympathize with and 
will not help the taxeating cormorants who 
want a new Constitution, so as to eliminate 
the limitation on mortgagmg and who want 
to get around the limitation on taxation by 
having property assessed at its full cash value 
or by assessing a good deal of property twice 
over—once against the debtor, who has pos. 
session of it, and once against the creditor, 
who has not got possession of it. 

Mr. Swift has announced his platform. It 
isa brief one. it will not take Chicagoans 
long to read it over and decide what they 
think of it and whether his conception of a 
model Mayor coincides with theirs., 


THE SALARY GRABBERS AT WORK. 

In spite of the wail of the Controller over 
the scarcity of money wherewith to provide 
for the urgent needs of the municipal service 
the estimates which have beey sent in to the 
Council contemplate an increase of his salary 
and that of some other officidls, and the res- 
toration of othet salaries to what they were 
in 1898. The 10 per cent taken off them by 
last year’s appropriation bill is to be restored, 
although the city is worse off for funds now 
than it was then. 

Last year the Controller was paid $4,500. 
It is proposed now to give him $8,000, nearly 
doubiing his compensation. The city has been 
able to secure the services of excellent men 
in the past for the smaller sum, and it can 
continue to do so. Does the present Con- 
troller think his services are so valuable that 
he should be paid at the rate of $8,000 for 
those rendered by him during the first quarter 
of the present year? 

It is proposed to give the Mayor $10,000 
instead of $7,000. Who is petitioning for 
that increase? Who made that estimate? 
Was it the Mayor himself, or was it the Con- 
trolier, anxious to convince the Mayor how 
highly he valued his services? The $3,000 it 
is proposed to add to the Mayor’s salary can 
be used more profitably in other ways, in the 
cleaning of the streets, for instance. That 
sum will give a day’s work to 3,000 men. 

It is propos ed to appropriate for salaries in 
the Mayor’s and Controller's offices $10,000 
more than last year and give the people that 
much less street-cleaning or gas-lighting. A 
portion of this $10,000 is to go to put sal- 
aries back where they were two years ago. 
Whe Mayor’s messenger, an ornamental indi. 
vidual who 1s not worked to death, though he 
may think he is, was paid $1,200 in 1898. 
He was cut down to $1,080 in 1894. It is 
proposed now to make the pay what it was. 
It should not be done, The salary he gets 
now buys more than the $1,200 did in 1898. 
He ought to be satisfied with what he is 
getting, or with less. 

So should the others whom it is proposed to 
put back where they were. Yet if they were 
to try for employment in some bank or mer- 
cantile establishment they would have to ac- 
cept less pay than they get now, and to work 
harder. They ought to be content with the 
soft jobs they have, and not be lobbying with 
Aldermgn to get more money.

But, whatever else the Council may do, it 
ehould raise no salaries over last year, There 
is no justification for it. To take money 
which can be used to keep the boys sent to the 
bridewell from being contaminated by con- 
stant intercourse with hardened criminals and 
use it to restore the wages of 1898, when 
rents, food, clothing, and all other living ex- 
penses were fully 20 per cent higher than 
they are now, would be an outrage. 


“VIVISECTION IN AMERICA.” 

An article in the Critic relates some of the 
sickening facts of the vivisection of animals 
as collated by Dr. Leffingwell, who asserts 
that “upon no ethical question of our day is 
there a more striking difference of opinion 
than regarding the value or the righteousness 
of experimentation upon lwing. animals.” 
But he has no doubts on the subject. He 
says the men who commit the atrocities of 
vivisection in the name of science are. as a 
rule, not physicians or surgeons. Few of 
them have ever practiced medicine or surge- 
ry. They have spent their lives within the 
narrow limits of the laboratory, engaged in 
their cruel work, The more the true physi- 
cian or surgeon sees of sufferma the more 
kindly he feels for unfortunates, be they 
human or brute. Hence he cannot approve 
of the acts of atr us cruelty rerformed in 
the name of science. The character of some 
of these cruelties is indicated by the followmg 
extract: 

Animals have been subjected to burning, bak 
ing, freezing: saturation with inflammable oll 
and then setting on fire; starvation to death; 
skinning alive; larding the feet with nails; 
crushing and tormenting! in every imaginabl 
way. „ Von Lesser of Germany made ? 
long series of experiments in scalding animals to 
death. He plunged a dog for thirty seconds into 
boiling water; he ecalds another four times, at 
various intervals: ; even animals which have just 
passed through the pangs of parturition do not 
escape. .. . Chauveau “consecrated” more 
than eighty large animals, mostly horses and 
mules, worn out in the service of man, to almost 
the extremest torture possible to conceive, not, 
as he expressly tells us, to solve any problem 
in medical theory,” but simply to see what de- 
gree of pain can be inflicted through irritation 
of the spinal cord. 

Apologiats for vivisection may claim that 
such acts of cruelty are confined to the Conti- 
nent of Europe, but this is not so, In Jersey 
City one individual has performed a series of 
a hundred and forty-one experiments, his ob- 
ject being to produce the greatest amount 
of injury” to the spinal cord and its attach. 
ments without killing the animal outright. 
With this end in view he hobbled the limbs of 
a great number of dogs and then dropped 
them from a height of twenty-five feet, This 
conduct is fittingly characterized by the Brit- 
ish Medicai Journal as “the most wanton 
and stupid cruelty we have ever seen chroni- 
oled under the guise of scientific experiment. 
For some years past vivisection in England 
has been greatly restricted by law, and it 
ought to be so in this country. While the 
practice may be allowed in medical 
it should be restricted there and prohibited 
altogether in the colleges. It may be a neces. 
sary preparation for the medical profession, 
but is of no possible utility to the many thou- 
sands of college men who choose some other 
profession than that of medicine. The hu- 
mane societies have aecomplished much good 
in the restriction of these cruelties, but there 
still is room for them to interpose with great 
advantage to prevent needless suffering to 
thousands of poor brutes who are subjected 
to the most severe tortures, the least ignoble 
result of which is the gratification of an idle 
curiosity. 


Au. was introduced in the Legislature 
yesterday declaring that no building unless 
for strictly park purposes shall be erected in 
a public park without a vote of the people. 
If this were the law now it would be impos. 
sible for the Council to tender the General 
Government the use temporarily of some of 
the vacant Lake-Front land. Theauthor of 
this bill ought to have waited a little while, 
The appropriation for the erection of tem. 
porary quarters for the Postoffice has not 
been secured yet. If a report is sent to 
Washington that the Illinois Legislature is 
about to take action which will make it im- 
possible for the government to use the site 
which has been offered it, those men in Con- 
gress who are opposed to the erection of a 
new building will renew their fight against 
the proposed appropriation. They will say 
that none should be made till a site has been 
determined on and that the site question is 
unsettled, If this bill were to pass it would 
not remove any of the buildings like the Art 
Institute now on park property. It would 
simply prevent the erection of any more with- 
out the consent of the people. As the only 
one the erection of which is contemplated at 
this time is the temporary Postoffice building 
which Chicagoans are in favor of, there was 
no necessity for the introduction of the meas- 
ure at this time. 


A BILt was introduced yesterday to author - 
ize the Town of West Chicago to issue twen- 
ty-year bonds to the amount of $900,000, 
the proceeds to be expended in completing 
the boulevard system of the West Side parks 
and connecting it with those of the North and 
South Side ones. The Park Board also asks 
for authority to levy an additional tax of two 
mills on all the property of the West Town 
because the Supreme Court has held that the 
special tax of 25 cents a foot for the muinte- 
nu nes of the boulevards is illegal and the ex- 
pense must be covered by a general tex. Is 
not the board rather crowding the mourners? 
The park and boulevard taxes now are over 
one-half of 1 per cent. Furthermore four 
years ago the Legislature gave the board per- 
mission to borrow a million dollars for the 
purpose of improving the parks. What has 
been done with all that money? What is 
there to show ior that addition to the indebt- 
edness of thetown? Every one of the money- 
spending agencies within this city seems to be 
eager for mote money. The Board of Edu- 
cation wants more, The Sanitary District 
wants more. The Library Board wants more, 
Now the West Park Board wants more, 
What will the state of the taxpayers be if the 
demands of all of them are complied with? 
What do the people of West Chicago think of 
this request for more bonds?

CITY LOSES THE BIG SEWER CASE. 


Judge Donnelly Decides Against It in the 
Sixty-third Street Suit. 

Judge Donnelly announced his final de- 
cision in the Sixty-third street sewer condem- 
nation case yesterday. The decision was 
against the city and the latter will appeal to 
the Supreme Court. The court hold that the 
ordinance under which the assessment is made, 
which is oue of the largest ever made by the 
city for a public improvement, is void, and 
the objections of the property-owners to the 
assessment are sustained. Judge Donnelly 
rendered the same decision in the case two 
months ago, declaring the assessment illegal. 
Subsequently. when the attorneys cume 
into court to have an order entered 
in accordance with the opinion of the court. 
Judge Donnelly refused to enter any order. 
He said he haa given the case a good deal of 
thought since announcing the decision and 
had grave doubts as to whether he had reached 
the ht conclusion. He entered an order 
yes ay containi a statement of facts in 
the case as he had found them—that the as- 
sessment had been divided in five install- 
ments, the first one being 20 percent of the 
whole assessment, and the remainder being 
divided into four equa! parts. This was not 
in conformity with the act of the Legislature 
which went into “effect in July, 1803, and 
which directs that the first installment shall 
consist of the fractional portion of the assess-

Act—It Permits Rallroads to Issue Sach 
Tickets if They Will Do SoeProbabii- 
That They Will Comply with the 
mand of Business-Men and Especial- 
ly of the Commercial Travelers It 
nols Central Dividend—Rallroad News, 


Traveling-men all over the ,country were 
jubilant yesterday over the action of the Pres- 
ident in signing the bill amending that part 
of/the inter-State commerce act which refers 
to mileage tickets. For several years the 
Travelers’ Protective Association, the largest 
organization of traveling-men in the world, 
has been agitating the mileage ticket ques- 
tion, and it has just carried its point. Under 
the old system all a man could get wasa 
1,000-mile ticket, good over just the road 
that issued it. Under the new law he will be 
able to buy a 5,000-mile ticket, good over 
any road or number of roads he wants to use 
it on. 

When this matter was first taken up—some 
five years ago—by the Travelers’ Protective 
Association most of the railroads approached 
admitted a change would be beneficial. They 
said, however, that nothing could be done in 
the matter owing to certain provisions in the 
inter-State commerce law which, in the mat- 
ter of tickets and baggage, put commercial 
travelers on the same basis as the general 
public. After satisfying itself that the exist- 
ing legislation was the only bar in the way of 
improvement the association began the work 
of attempting to get it repealed. Bitter op- 
position was met with at the start, but 
little by little this was overcome 
until only two railroads stood out. These 
two ha a decidedly pertinent objection to 
offer. They said that if -5,000-mile tickets, 
good over any road, could be issued by every 
railroad in the country it would operate to 
the detriment of the big railroads. Some 
little road with about five miles of tracks. 
they asserted, would issue 5,000-mile tick- 
ets * wholesale. and possibly at cut rates. 
Having but a short track tn tickets would 
be vsed almost entirely over the larger 
roade, who would have to carry the pas- 
sengers and get none of the profits. 

This was so serious and so good an ob- 
jection that a special meeting of the associa- 
tion was called to consider it. At the sug- 
gestion of the President the following proposi- 


tion was submitted to the objecting roads: 
That they should establish a sort of railroad © 


clearing-house, to which all roads should 
contribute, and by which alone 3 tick - 
ets should mc sold and redeemed his, by 
taking the sale of tickets out of the hands of 
the individual railroads, it was asserted, would 
be fair to every one. 

While this plan has not yet been adopted 
by the railroads no objections to the idea 
have been raised dnd the association is ho 
ful of its adoption. The bill signed yeste y 
by no means settles the whole question. It 
does not oblige the railroads to issue 5,000. 
mile tickets if they don’t want to, but it does 
rémove the legal embargo against the issue 
2 such tickets good for eny road. As such a
